BOWLED OVER. 
Forty-Mile-an-Hour Gale Does 
Damage in Outskirts of the City. 
House of R. D. Jewett on Cahuen- 

ga Street a Pile of Ruins. 


With a resounding crash the home cf 
R. D. Jewett of No. 1238 Cahuenga 
street was biown to the ground early 
yesterday morning. Jewett'’s wife, who 
has been ijl for several days, and his 
mother were severely injured, but their 
condition is not alarming. The house 
is completely wrecked and with the 
exception of the shingle roof, is a pile 
of broken timbers. 

The severe windstorm which swept 
over Pico Heights and other sections 
of the city yesterday morning is re- 
sponsible for the damage. The gale at 
one time attained a velocity of forty 
miles an hour. 

The first intimation of danger came 
when R. D. Jewetts husband of the in- 
jured woman, was awakened by shin- 
gies flying about on the roof. Soon 
afterward the house began to rock 
perceptibly and the frightened man 
sprang hastily from his bed. Before he 
could reach the window the house fell 
and buried its inmates in the ruins. 

Jewett had lighted a coal ofl stove to 


in| warm the bedroom. When the houre 


collapsed the stove was a cause of hor- 
rible danger. Happily he was able to 
crawl to the stove and extinguish the 
flame, which was already commencing 
to ignite the woodwork. 

Mrs. Jewett was pinned between the 
heavy roof and the floor. The iron po-t 
of the bedstead protruded through the 
roof, the rafters of which saved the 
life of the woman. In order to extri- 
cate his wife and mother, it was neces- 
sary for Jewett to tear awa- some of 
the rafters and siding of the house. 
Through a small opening the two 
women were able to craw! to safety.” 

The building was a four-roomed un- 
finished dwelling, into which the Jew- 
ett family have recently removed. The 
partitions had not been placed inside 
the house, which was about 28x30 feet 
in dimensions. 

The underpinning of the dwelling ‘s 
said to have been insufficient to sus- 
tain the weight. The roof is said to 
have not been properiy b The 
Building Superintendent will! investi- 
gate to ascertain whether the ane 
ordinance has been violated 
erection of the house. 

The house is an entire ruin and it 
will be necessary to rebuild before the 
Jewett family can again occupy the 
place. The roof is intact and can pos- 
sibly be saved. 

The owner of the house is a taxider- 
mist, and had several valuable speci- 
mens of his work on the premises. None 
of these were injured. The house was 
only partially furnished, but most of 
the furniture in the house was dam- 


aged. 

In the vicinity of the ruined dwell- 
ing is the portable church of the Im- 
manuel Baptist congregation, which 
was to have been dedicated on Sunday. 
The church is a small structure with- 
out partitions. It is built in sections to 
be taken apart when necessary. The 
building was blown over. 

The loss to the church is not great, 
as the style of the building is such 
te seriously by the sudden 
all.

In any event, the present outlook is 
that the contest in the Senate will 
be long-drawn out, unless the House 
should consent to drop Arizona and 
New Mexico out of the bill. As a 
Washington correspondent declares, 
“it looks very much as if it would be 
the old story of last winter over 
again.” 

EW FORM OF GRAFT? 

“Charities,” a weekly journal 
published by the New York Charity 
Organization Society, calls attention 
to what appears to be a new form of 
insurance graft, especially affecting 
immigrants to this country. If re 
ports of the plan of operations be 
true, it appears that a new and in- 
genious abuse to which immigrants 
are exposed has been brought to light. 

Two new ineurance enterprises 
have recently been established in 
Italy—the Unione Meridionale and 
the Societa Ligure Americana.

It ig charitable 
to suppose that the steamship com- 
panies themselves are in ignorance of 
these “acts of dublous propriety” by
